Over  a  period  of  years  of  exper¬ 
ience  our  packers  have  perfected  a 
wrap  in  which  the  plant  is  pro¬ 
tected  by  dampened  Spaghnum 
moss  surrounded  with  a  durable 
grade  of  waxed  paper.  Each  fern 
is  individually  wrapped  and  ready 
for  re-sale.  If  you  desire  to  pot  the 
ferns  we  will  wrap  five  in  a  bunch 
— making  it  that  much  easier  for 
you  to  handle.  For  years  we  have 
been  shipping  to  such  distant  points 
as  Canada  and  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  only  a  fraction  of  1%  of  the 
plants  have  failed  to  reach  their 
destination  in  excellent  condition. 
However,  the  Express  Company  is 
responsible  for  all  such  losses 
and  claims  will  be  honored  if 
promptly  registered  by  the  con¬ 
signee.
